London, July 20.—From the shores of 
thr G ulf of R iga in the north to that 
I .art o f southern Poland Into w hich 
they drove the R u ssian s from G alicia, 
the A u stro-G erm an arm ies still 
are 
su rging forw ard and if W arsaw can 
he denied them It w ill ho alm ost a 
m iracle. 
T h is seem s to be tile con cen sus of 
opinion even am ong th ose in England 
w ho heretofore have been hopeful that 
the R u ssian s w ould turn and deliver 
a counter blow; and n ew s of the e v a c­ 
uation of tile P ollee capital follow ed 
by th e trium phant entry of the G er­ 
m ans am id such scen es a s w ere e n ­ 
acted at Przem yal and L em berg would 
com e as no surprise. 
T he G erm an official statem en t, b e­ 
ginn in g its recital at Ute northern tip 
of th e eastern battle line, records tile 
progress 
of the G erm an troops 
to 
w ithin 50 m iles of R iga. then follow ­ 
ing the great battle southw ard, chron­ 
icles further su ccesses in the sector 
northeast of W arsaw , cu lm in atin g in 
the capture of O strolenko, one of tile 
fo rtresses designed to shield Hie city. 
Im m ediately southw est of the city 
and less than 20 m i’os from it. Bionic 
has fallen, and further south Urojec; 
w h ile G erm an cavalry are astride the 
im portant 
railw ay 
from 
Radom to 
ivangorod. 
The Lu bl in -Chemin railway 
still is in the hands of the R u ssian s 
so far as is known hut the tow n of 
Lublin eith er has been captured or is 
in dnnger of fallin g into the grip of 
the AuHtro-Oerm ans. the R ussian com - 
in a n d er-in -eh ief having issued, through 
th e civ il governor, an order that In 
case of a retreat the m ale population 
is to attach Itself to the retreating 
troop*. 
T here has been a flash of R ritlsh a c ­ 
tiv ity in F lan ders w ithout any appre­ 
ciable changa in the situ ation and the 
B ritish public is far m ore interested 
in the South W ales strike, w hich by 
virtue of I ‘avid L loyd-G eorge's flyin g 
visit to C ardiff seem s to h ave been 
settled .
